It tells us that the prospect of any vast 
development of water-power in Ireland is 
“nil,” but that we have many sites where 
sufficient power might be produced to 
render great service to the surrounding 
community. The Government’s Committee 
of Reconstruction must furnish the public 
with exact information on the potentialities 
of our national resources. Again, in such 
matters as private bill legislation, we must 
assume that the Irish Government will 
insist on absolute freedom from the 
trammels of Government departments in 
London. It must claim full powers of 
initiative, and must -enforce them in co- 
operation with the best brains that it can 
find in Ireland. 

Housing and the rates—these two words 
have become hateful to the average citizen 
of Dublin. They stand for so much barren 
effort, for. such immense volumes of vain 
protest, for such sinister prospeats of civic 
bankruptcy and suffering. The Chamber 
of Commerce has tackled both problems 
with zedl and patience, but has little to 
show for its year’s work. Before the 
great war burst on Europe we were writing 
about the need of building thousands of 
cottages on virgin soil in the outskirts of 
the city, The war is ended and the 
world’s statesmen are reconstructing 
society at the Peace Conference, but these 
Dublin cottages are still castles in Spain.

Marshal Foch’s decision and 
General von Winterfeldt’s resignation must 
be read.in connection with a remarkable 
story which 1 correspondent just arrived 
at Rotterdam from Germany has received 
from a well-informed person in a respon- 
sible official position in that country.

According to this account, the recent 
Spartacist insurrection was the work of 
the military caste working behind the 
scenes. Officers of high and low rank in 
various disguises incited the Spartacists to 
acts of violence, and had an important 
share in concocting and directing the opera- 
tions, including the seizure of newspaper 
offices. The whole thing was done without 
the knowledge of the Spartacist headers 
themselves, who’ were merely the dupes of 
the monarchist military caste. The object 
of the latter in this intrigue was to egg on 
the Government to the organisation and 
employment of armed force on a large 
scale, and later to bring this force under 
their own control. On the double pretext 
of fighting Bolshevism at home and de- 
fending the eastern frontier against the 
Russian Bolsheviks the military caste 
plotted to create a new army without 
arousing the suspicions of the Allies. An 
important item in their calculation is de- 
clared to be the popular movement in the 
Allied countries demanding quick de- 
mobilisation. This account may be exag- 
gerated ; but the birthday message which 
the so-called German People’s Party 
has addressed tao the ex-Kaiser is 
in itself. sufficient to show that the 
material for a strong movement of reaction 
exists in Germany. Its existence justifies 
the Allies in maintaining large forces on 
the Rhine and exacting any additional 
guarantees which Marshal Foch desires. 
In the recent elections to the National 
Assembly, however, the mass of the Ger- 
man people rejected the reactionary pro- 


gramme as emphatically as the revolu- 
tionary. Once the National Assembly, 
which is shortly to t at Weimar, has 
secured the formation of a strong and 
stable German Government, the danger of 
a militarist reaction should be reduced to 
a minimum.

The state of 
affafts in England corresponds with the 
situation in Ireland, except in one im- 
portant detail. Work on Irish farms has 
been impeded by the weather conditions, 
much of the land is foul, and there is an 
acute shortage of labour. There, however, 
the analogy ends. Unfortunately, the 
shortage of farm labour in this country is 
not due to the number of men who went 
forth to fight their country’s battles. It is 
due very largely to the premium which a 
benevolent Government has put on idleness. 
Every day we receive letters from farmers 
who require help urgently, but cannot get 
it because the labourers in their districts 
have no desire to work for a fair wage so 
Jong as they can draw 29s. per week for 
doing nothing. Unless ,this scandal is 
stopped very soon Irish agriculture will 
suffer not merely “a grave misfortune,”’ 
but a set-back from which it will take 
years to recover.

£2 Qs. 6d. 

Having got the ticket by false _ pretences, 
McGrath left in the train. When he reached 
Rugby, McGrath was seen to be leaning out of 
the window, waving at a man on the platform 
who had two large parcels. This was 
Burrow. McGrath got out and shook hands, 
and the parcels were put on the train to go 
forward, and McGrath gave an envelope to 
Burrow. On the envelope was written: “ En- 
closed £84 138. 6d., with £15 10s. overpaid last 
time.” So this was by no means the first meet- 
ing of these two. Inside the envelope was a 
letter which read: ‘“‘ You should not have sent 
such a lot of stuff at once. I have not got suffi- 
cient cash to meet it.” This was in McGrath’s 
writing. The writing continued: “1 will pay the 
£112 owing as soon as I get the cash. I am 
sending over a messenger for it Monday.” It 
might be, said counsel, that it was to Ireland 
the messenger was to go. 

When McGrath had handed the documents to 
Burrow the police came up and detained the 
men, who were taken to the police station. In 
one Eockags was found twelve revolvers of .32 
and .38 calibre, and 1,000 rounds of ammunition 
for each calibre of revolver. In the other parcel 
were 60 pounds of powder called amberite. On 
McGrath were found two revolvers, one a .38 
There was also found a Sinn Fein mem bership 
card and a price list of revolvers and ammuni- 
tion. 

While the men were detained Inspector Cos- 
grove went to McGrath’s house, Rochester ter- 
race, Kentish Town, London.. He found there 
aa letter, part of which was in Gaelic. It 
read :— 

“Enclosed are letters from a cha 
McGrath, living in London, to a friend a 
in the Arklow IV., 1st Batt., Wicklow. They 
are in reference to thirteen revolvers and fifty 
rounds for each, which he has left for us in a 
house in Liverpool (address enclosed), on behalf 
of the Arklow ean of the Irish Volunteers. 
Am anxious to know if you could suggest any 
way of getting the same to Ireland.” 

In McGrath s house were found papers dealing 
with Sinn Fein prisoners in Ireland, and many 
miscellaneous rifle and revolver cartridges. The 
police went to Burrows’ house and found two 
documents. In one was the co y of a letter 
SES “Yours, W. B.,” dated 18th March, 

“ Dear Mr. McGrath,—Yours to hand. Will 
write you fully to-morrow. Whatever you do, 
don't again pay us a visit. I will explain when 
I see you. Blouses are not here, but are ready 
when wanted.”’ 

What blouses meant, said counsel, was a 
matter of speculation. In one of the packages 
handed to Burrows was the address of John 
Murphy, of Islam road, Bootle, Liverpool.

The urgent need for more beer is at 
last being recognised by the authorities, 
and it is quite possible that steps will be 
taken to expedite supplies for working- 
class districts. Much of the present unrest 
may, perhaps, be traced to the restrictions 
still maintained on the use of alcohol. 
It is driving people to drink far more 
poisonous decoctions, such as methylated 
'spirits. An Australian soldier unable to 
| obtain beer or whiskey drank this spirit, 
with the result that he was discovered 
_dangerously ijl. The country cannot be 
driven into temperance by ferce, and the 
Í sooner this nndoubted fact 1s recognised by 
the Board of Liquor Contro:i the better for 
the general peace of mind. 

Not only with regard to drink, but also 
with food, will the authorities responsible 
have to speed things up. There is such a 
glut of marmalade that the factories are 
having to close down, and the employés 
are being put on the national unemploy- 
ment grant. At the same time the grocers’ 
shops are full of this commodity, but 
cannot dispose of it because people will 
not buy it, and prefer to keep their 
coupons in the hope of obtaining jam 
instead. It would be a simple matter to 
permit a limited sale of marmalade with- 
out coupons on the same system as tea is 
now sold, but that does not seem to have 
occurred to the Ministry of Food. 

Notice has been given that war-time 
hosiery will be raised in price next month, 
the new prices representing an increase of 
about eight per. cent. The news will be 
interesting to the public and probably dis- 
concerting to the hosiers. The increase in 
the price of socks and stockings has only 
one effect as far as they are concerned. 
The demand falls off. People make the 
hosiery that they have to buy at a higher 
price last longer by having it mended and 
darned as long as possible. T am told this 
by a hosier, who remarked that the same 
thing applied to gloves. ‘The people who 
usually wear gloves are the people most 
affected by the war as regards financial 
matters, and, gloves being two or three 
hundred per cent. dearer, these people 
make one pair of gloves last the time that 
two pairs used to do or they go without. 
le prophesies quite a slump before very 
long in hosiery and gloves, since people 
will refuse to encourage high prices.

We have no idea why 
an unscrupulous politician is admitted to the 
deliberations of the Armistice Commissions, if 
they are purely military in character. But if 
he is to be admitted, then we should not be 
left in ignorance of the policy against which 
ho is able to demonstrate by such methods as 
the resignation of General von Winterfeld, on 
the ground that the occupation of an additional 
sector of the fortress of Strasbourg is an in- | 
dication of distrust. What, again, was the 
sourse of the armistice negotiations at the re 
newal a fortnight ago? And what became of 
the finance clause, ‘or clauses, which were 
widely advertised, and then disappeared ? We 
lay stress upon these points, because ‘it is the 
armistice, and nothing else, that governs the 
present situation, and it is extremely dangerous 
to obscure that fact, or to regard the terms 
and their execution as matters of minor import- 
ange. 


THE ARMISTICE AND TRADE. 


Continuing, Z'he Times points out that the | 
divided responsibilities of the Allies for oc- 
cupation of enemy territory, or control of

MISLEADING CLYDE STATEMENT. 


The Labour Correspondent of The Times 
writes:—In The Times of yesterday attention 
was called to a leaflet issued a week or more 
ago by the Joint Committee which organised 
the present stoppage on the Clyde. In justifi- 
cation of the demand for a 40-hour week, the } 
Committee stated that “ thousands of workmen 
are being demobilised from, the Army and 
Navy every day,” and that “ over 100,000 
workers have been dismissed from civil em- 
ployment.” The statement, if it is intended 
(as it would naturally be interpreted) to apply 
to the Clyde district, or even to Scotland as 
e whole, is grossly misleading. When that} 
feaflet was circulated the total number of 
¢\vilian workers and demobilhised soldiers in 
‘cotland who were registered at the Employ- 
ia Exchanges as out of work was 50,000, ig“ 
the official returns showed that two out of} 
every three men registered as unemployed were 
able to obtain work within three weeks of 
their registration. Unemployment in Glasgow, 
a@cording to the most reliable information, 
was, in fact, declining. 


NON-COALITION LIBERALS.

THE CALL AT QUEENSTOWN, 
Aimee: : 


LETTERS FROM THE WHITE STAR AND 
CUNARD COMPANIES. 


The following ay. gp a has taken place 
between the “own rk of Queenstown and 
the managers of the White Star and Cunard 
Steamship ee ay in reference to the pro- 
vision of a better tender service at Queens- 
town to convey mails and passengers to and 
from the American liners, which will, it is 
hoped, renew the call at that port in “the 
spring :— i 
Town Hall, Queenstown, 
2ist January, 1919. 
Dear Sir.—Now that the war is pily over, my 
Council are looking forward with pleasure to the 
resumption of the calls by the steamers of your 
line at Queenstown, both going to and returning 
from American ports. They accordingly direct me 
to bring under your notice the important question 
of the tender service at this port, which for many 
years was, us no doubt your company are aware, 
a legitimate cause of frequent complaint b 
ers embarking and gig 3 eapecialy | 
atter. In pre-war times, wi ordi 
traffic to be dealt with, the tenders “ Irelan 
and America,” were ill-adapted to the work required 
of them—viz., that of intercepting the liners ‘in the 
open sea, and conveying hundreds of passengers 
and their heavy baggage to the deep water quay 
at Queenstown. But quite apart from the fact that 
those tenders, owing to their unsuitability, were re- 
sponsible for unnecessary delays to the liners, in 
endeavouring to work them at sea in bad weather, 
a process in which they often failed, it is well 
known that numbers of American tourists desirous 
of disembarking at Queenstown to tour Ireland, de- 
clined to do so when they found the small class of 
ill-equipped tender provided to convey people to the 
shore, a distance of several miles. Te inadequacy 
of the old tenders’ service was referred to frequently 
by public bodies in Ireland, and I am personally 
aware that Be!fagt merchants having large business 
connections with the United States and Canada 
have again and again expressed their opinion that 
the Queenstown tenders were responsible for the 
loss to Ireland of considrable American tourist 
traffic. As the time is now opportune to provide 
new up-to-date tenders that will be fully capable 
of meeting all future requirements of the trans- 
Atlantic mail; and passenger services at Queens- 
lown, my Council direct me to communicate with 
you on the subject, feeling assured that your com- 
pany will recognise the pressing need which exists 
for such tenders, and take joint action with ths 
other companies interested, and provide the vessels 
a& speedily as existing circumstances will permit. 
That this provision of a suitable tender servicé at 
Queenstown will be to the advantage of the steam- 
ship companies is, I venture to say, beyond gues- 
tion, and there can be no doubt also that it will 
be the means of inducing large numbers of Ameri- 
cans to visit Ireland, who, if the old conditions 
were to continue, would never dream of disem- 
barking at Queenstown. I am to add that my 
Council intend to arge on the responsible authorities 
the necessity for a further improvement in the Cus. 
tom House accommodation at Queenstown, with a 
view to a more speedy examination and clearance 
of passenger hacyage.

MURDERS, 
THE ENFORCEMENT OF MARTIAL 


LAW. 


An Order signed by the Competent Military 
Authority, dated January 22nd, arrived in Tip- 
perary yesterday, stating that henceforward all 
persons entering the South Riding of Tipperary 


In pursuance of the Government’s Proclama- 
tion making the South Riding of Tipperary a 
military area, a party of soldiers and police left 
Tipperary in the small hours of yesterday morn- 
ing in military transport motor lorries, and pre- 
vented the fair at Emly from being held. Pickets 
were placed on all the roads approaching the 
village; cattle were turned back and farmers’ 
carts searched.

THE BALANCE SHEET. 


Now, ladies and gentlemen, in accordance 
with our practice at the annual meeting, I pro- 
pe to go through the various items in the 
valance sheet end make some comments. Tak- 
ing the assets side of the balance sheet firet, 
you will observe that the item of real estate 
and buildings at cost less depreciation for 
amortisation of leaseholds, £674,814, shows an 
increase of £19,896, principally due to addi- 
tional expenditure et the American factories 
and at the Warehouse in Liverpool. Plant, 
machinery, furniture, and fittings at cost or 
under £491,675, shows a small decrease. There 
is no change in the item of goodwill, trade 
marke, and patents, which etill stand at 
£879,064. In previous years I have been asked 
whether it ie the intention of the Board to 
write off this item or some part of it, and I 
have said that the Board did not ‘ink the 
time was ripe to’ deal with it. The directors 
still think that this is a matter which can be 
be fairly left over for further consideration 
until after peace is concluded. 

Loans to and current accounts witi, .ssociated 
Companies, £5,277,915, shows an increase of 
£822,411. Thies is to a large extent due to the 
increased supplies to the Associated Companies, 
and to some extent to the additional advances 
made to them in consequence of the increased 
cost of leaf tobaceo and other materials. —In- 
vestments in Associated Companies, £5,255,636 
shows an increase of £174,452, meee due to 
additional investwenta in two of the Associated 
Companies. 

Other investments, £107,055, show an increase 
of £93,826. This is almost entirely due to an 
investment of £100,000 in War Bonds. 

Stocks of leaf manufactured ds and 
materials at cost or under, £8,654,041, is again 
the principal item on the assets side of the ac- 
count, and shows the very large increase of 
£3,092,554. This, in, is priticipally due to 
the large addition in the cost of leaf tobacco, 
wrapping material, ete.

the early years of the war to excess profits 
duty, the Government allow as a deduction 
from the profits assessable to excess profits duty 
certain losses in enemy countries, and only in 
the event of such losses being recovered, and 
to that extent, will such deductions have to be 
written back and become liable to excess profits 
duty, and it may be that when we have re- 
ceived the proceeds from the sale of our German 
assets there will be some excess profits duty 
payable by us. I said last year that it was 
impossible to say until after the end of the war 
what our losses would be, and to what extent 
there would be an inroad upon this item. I, 
however, said that I had no further reason to 
believe that our estimate of the loss would be 
greater than that which I had previously men- 
tioned—namely, something approaching half 
the amount reserved), If, however, we have to 
make provision out of this item for payment of 
excess profits duty under the circumstances I 
have mentioned, it may be that the loss will 
be somewhat in excess of half the 
amount previously indicated, but it is 
impossible, of course, until we know 
the actual position after the war to 
say what the amount will be or to give any 
reasoned estimate. There only remains one 
item—namely, profit and loss account, balance 
of £3,380,837. The profits for the year amount 
to £3,140,174 after making provision for excess 
profits duty for the year—which is, I may say, 
in itself quite a substantial amount—as com- 
pared with £3,105,002 for the year ended 30th 
September, 1917, before making provision for 
excess profits duty for that year. You will see 
that in the report of our estimate of the excess 
profits duty for the year 1916-17 is £560,000. It 
would probably have been more accurate to 
say “the balance of estimated excess profits 
duty.” as we had already provided in that year 
on account of any possible liability the sum 
of £200,000, thus making a total of £760,000 as 
the present estimated liability for that year. 
‘Tt will, however, I think be quite clear to 
you that our profits for the year under review 
are considerably in excess of the previous year, 
because of the provision which has been made 
this year for the estimated total liability to 
éxcess profits duty for the year, whereas in the 
previous year. we only ad provided the 
000 against a liability which is now esti- 
mated, as I have just mentioned, at £760,000. 


THE AVAILABLE BALANCE. 


The available balance standing to the credit 
is now £3,380,837, out of which the directors 
recommend the distribution on the 3lst inst. of 
a final dividend (free of British income tax) 
upon the ordinary shares of 6 per cent., amount- 
ting to £575,258, making 30 per cent. for the 
rear, as compared with the same last year, and 
eaving £3,0U5,578 to be carried forward. In 
effect, by reason of the increase in the rate of 
income tax by ls. in the &, this is equal to a 
distribution upon the ordinary shares of nearly 
5 per cent. in excess of last year. We seriously 
considered the question as to whether we ought | 
to recommend an increased distribution upon | 
the ordinary shares, as the earnings would have 
warranted it, but we felt that we could not do 
so at present owing to the impos 
sibility of foreshadowing what capital it 
would be necessary to employ during 
the coming year. The whole of the surplus 
of over three millions is invested in the busi- 
ness of the company, with the exception of | 
£100,000 in War Bonds, which I previously 
mentioned in commenting on the assets side of | 
the balance sheet; and whilst we were indebted | 
to eur bankers on the 30th September last in 
a oonsiderable amount, which has been in 
creased by further loans since, the cost of leaf 
this season has been materially increased, even 
as compared with that of last year, and other 
materials show no reduction—in fact, the con- 
trary. At present it is obvicus that the whole 
of the money we have in the surplus carried 
forward, and the additional capital raised by 
loans from our bankers since the close of our 
financial year, are still required in the busi- 
ness, and, in fact, the capital. employed may 
have to be further enlarged. It would not, 
therefore, be prudent on our part to recom- 
mend a large distribution in the way of divi- 
dend. Whilst we have had no difficulty in bor- 
rowing whatever sums are required for the 
business, the directors will, if they think © 
desirable and necessary to do so, have recourse 
to other methods open to them, by increasing 
the capital of the company, but they must be 
largely guided in coming to a conclusion when 
they know whether the higher cost of leaf and 
materials is substantially maintained Or not. 
Again, as I pointed out Jast year, this company, 
in common with others, may be left with stocks 
bought at high prices at the close of the war, 
and prudence has, therefore, to be exercised, 
more especially at this time, when that con- 
sideration must largely influence the minds of 
the directors in forming a conclusion as to the 
dividends to be paid. | 


INCREASED OUTPUT. 


Our output during the year was largely in 
excess of any previous year, and for the first 
three months of the present financial year— 
namely, October to December last—it is slightly 
up, even on those record figures. It is, how- 
ever, impossible to say what effect the changed 
circumstances will have i. sag the output for 
the remaining months of the year, or whether 
we shall be able at the end of it to present 
as good a balance sheet as the one now before 
you. I now formally beg to move the ádop- 
tion of the report and balance sheet for the 
year ended 30th September, 1918, includi 
the payment on the 3lst January of a fina 
dividend of 6 per cent. upon the issued Ordi- 
nary Shares, free of British income tax. As 
you are aware, the directors have declared for 
the year 1918-19 an interim dividend of 6 per 
cent., free of British income tax, also payable 
on the 3lst inst., so that you will receive upon 
that date 12 per cent.
